TELEPHONE CALL FROM MR. HAGERTY 

The Pres, is having a press conf. at 3 today. H. 
said they just had a meeting on Mitchell's remarks and 
they are going to unload on him. Kefauver and George 
have already issued statements. 



1. Formosa, - Chou's remarks. The Sec. said the 7th 
Fleet's orders arethe same as for the last 4 years - defend 
Formosa. The portion of the orders which required them to 
defend the mainland xsx e was changed by the Pres, in his 
first State of the Union message. 


2. SEA Meeting. It will be at Baguio and then the 
oec. read a list of the participants. He said it is operat- 
ing on the basis of invitations with simultaneous announce- 
ments. 


3. F,DC . H. said he had the State Dept.'s statement. 

The Sec. said the less said the better. We .issued that 
statement on account of the damaging Times story. The Pres, 
can say in addition to the reference he would make to the 
statement that the French Govt, is being kept fully informed 
about our views. 

4* Attlee's visit. The Pres, would make just about 
no comment - 

5. Adenauer. Nothing more than the exchange of letters. 

6. The Portuguese Island of Goa - The Pres, can say 
that involves issues between Portugal and India and as 
friends of both countries, we hope it will be peacefully 
and fairly resolved. 

.. ,^ e help we are giving in Vietnam evacuation. 

Iccuiintock sent over a good summary. He read it as the Sec. 
had not seen it. It can be used as a separate story or the 
conf. can start off with it. The Sec. said either is all right. 

8 . H. asked about the other Colombo powers at the SEA 
Meeting, mainly Ceylon_ and Burma. The Sec. said he did not 
think it wise for the Pres, to speculate on that. There will 
be further opportunities for nations to come in if they want 
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to after the initial conference. The kres. can say we 
welcome any and all who care to come in later. H. asked 
re leaving out Cambodia, baos and Vietnam. The Sec. said 
this does not mean the membership is determinative of the 
line to be drawn. Cambodia can come in and maybe baos - 
re the Armistice. We don’t want to raise questions now that 
would be alleged by the other side to be a breach of the 
Armistice. They will not be able to contribute very much 
anyway .
